According to the latest figures, there are now in Croatia 1,230 cooperatives, 
with a membership of more than 3^,000 families and about 150.000 hectares of land, 
with over 16,500 harseo r 18,400 oattle, 24,800 hogs, and 42,500 sheep. To date, 

609 collective farms, with 29,142 hectares of land, 444 horses, 72? cattle, 1,096 
hogs, and 3,329 sheep have been founded In Croatia, In addition to 85 fishing co- 
operatives with 2,650 members. 

By the beginning of April 1949, there were at least two faru workers* cooper- 
atives in every Croatian srez. 
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
